Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1964, 
together  with  the  following  comments. 

Clean  Air: 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
suggested  thc-t  in  areas  such  as  Pontypridd,  where  there  is  a good 
supply  of  lovi/~ volatile  (i.e.  relatively  smokeless)  house  coal,  it 
might  be  possible  to  come  to  an  arrangement  with  the  National  Coal 
Board  whereby  only  low-volatile  coal  would  bo  used  in  the  area. 

On  being  approached  the  National  Coal  Board  informed  the  Council 
that  as  9O/0  of  coal  at  present  supplied  in  Pontypridd  ?/as  low-volatil 
there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  arranging  for  all  coal  supplied  to 
domestic  consumers  to  be  of  this  type.  This  was  in  fact  put  into 
effect  so  that  since  November,  1964,  virtually  no  smokey  coal  has 
been  sold  in  the  area.  This  has  given  a small  but  worth  while 
improvement  in  atmospheric  conditions  which  were  already  very  good 
ivhen  compared  with  most  industrial  tovms. 

The  increasing  use  of  more  efficient  means  of  burning  solid 
fuel,  such  as  the  enclosed  type  of  stove  which  has  recently  become 
popular,  should  a.lso  help  to  reduce  e.tmospheric  pollution,  and  there 
are  other  benefits  to  health  in  that  the  heat  produced  tends  to  warm 
the  rest  of  the  house  by  convection. 

For  far  too  long  we  have  relied  on  open  fires  as  the  main  form 
of  heating  and  pleasant  in  some  respects  as  they  may  be,  they  are 
both  uneconomic  and  tend  to  produce  a polluted  atmosphere.  In 
addition,  the  heat  from  open  coal  fires  is  largely  in  the  form  of 
radiation  with  little  convection  and  so  the  area  heated  is  limited. 
The  traditional  British  bedroom  is  normally  at  a temperature  only 
a few  degrees  above  that  of  the  atmosphere  outside,  and  in  winter 
is  therefore  extremely  cold.  There  is  a popular  belief  that  a cold 
bedroom  with  an  open  window  is  somehow  healthy,  but  in  fact  this  is 
quite  untrue.  Many  young  babies  and  old  people  have  undoubtedly  died 
in  the  past  due  to  effects  of  cold,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the 
future  until  the  dangers  are  fully  recognised. 
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Fortunately,  the  British  bedroom,  like  many  other  British 
institutions  is  changing.  Centra.l  heating  in  various  forms  is 
becoming  more  popular,  and  one  hopes  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  no 
new  houses  are  built  without  it. 

If  all  our  homes  were  equipped  with  central  heating,  great 
health  benefits  v/ould  result,  end  chronic  bronchitis  - that  awful 
disease  vi/hich  produces  so  much  disability  and  death  and  is  called 
‘'the  English  disease"  by  other  countries  - v\fould  be  far  less  common. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19^3 ' 

This  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1964,  is  a 
welcome  advance  on  previous  legislation,  and  v/ill  safeguard  the 
health  and  safety  of  those  who  ivork  in  shops  and  offices. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support 
and  encouragement,  the  Officers  of  the  other  departments  for  their 
help  and  co-operation,  and  lastly  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  enthusiasm  and  loyalty.

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LABORATORY  WORK. AND  FACILITIES 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Ceirdiff,  examines  and  reports 
upon  all  pathological  specimens  submitted  from  the  Pontypridd  area. 
The  number  of  suspected  and  routine  specimens  sent  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  by  local  doctors  during  the  past  year  was 
111,  These  included  throat  and  nose  swabs,  sputa,  blood,  pus, 
faeces,  cerebro-spino.1  fluid,  etc. 

Outfits  for  the  collection  of  specimens  for  transmission 
through  the  post  are  kept  at  the  office  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners  of  the  town. 


HOSPITAL  PROVISION  FOR  CASES  OF  IRTFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Where  hospita.1  admission  is  deemed  desirable,  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  are  accepted  at  the  Cardiff  Isolation  Hospital 
a.t  Ce.nton,  Cardiff,  and  at  the  Tyntyla  Hospital,  Pentre,  Rhondda, 

In  practice,  the  more  serious  types  of  infectious  diseases,  such 
as  poliomyelitis  and  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  are  usually  treated 
e^t  Cardiff.  Special  facilities  also  exist  at  the  hospital  at  Canton 
for  the  treatment  of  tubercular  meningitis  and  miliary  tuberculosis, 
both  of  which  require  skilled  and  prolonged  nursing  care  and  attention.

The  acquisition  of  Nos.  1-23  Graig-yr-Helfa  Road  was  completed  and 
after  the  declaration  of  unfitness,  the  occupiers  were  rehoused  during 
the  year. 

The  Council  also  completed  the  rehousing  of  the  occupiers  of  the 
properties  in  the  ^!-th  period  slum  clearance  programme,  comprising  three 
small  clearance  areas  and  seven  closing  and  demolition  orders. 


In  March,  1964,  the  Council  approved  a revised  15-year  list  which 
deleted  from  the  1937  list  those  properties  v;hich  had  been  improved  and 
added  others  which  had  deteriorated  since  that  time.

The  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board  provides  an 
ample  and  constant  service  of  pure  Vi/ater  to  all  houses  and 
premises  with  the  exception  of  a few  scattered  cottages  and 
f3.rmhouses  on  the  borders  of  the  Urban  area. 

All  the  water  is  treated  by  modern  methods  of  chlorination 
and  filtration,  and  it  is  possible  to  ma.intain,  in  all  parts  of 
the  district,  a reasonablg  supply  even  during  periods  of  drought. 

Bo.ctoriological  o.nd  chemical  examinations  of  the  water  are 
carried  out  at  all  sta^ges  of  its  collection,  treatment  and 
distribution.  These  examinations  are  undertaken  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff,  and  they  are  in  the  main  submitted 
by  the  Board.  "Spot”  samples  are  taken  periodically  by  the  Public 
KeafLth  Inspectors,

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOL 

Pontypridd  possesses  a municipal  open-air  swimming  bath  and 
paddling  pool  situated  in  the  Ynysangharad  Park,  The  adult  bath 
holds  460,000  gallons  and  the  juvenile  pool  l80,000  gallons. 

Water  is  supplied  from  the  town  mains,  and  is  treated  by  a 
large  capacity  filtration  and  purification  plant  by  chemical 
precipitation,  filtration,  aeration  and  finally  chlorination  by  a 
break-point  chlorination  plant  vyith  a chlorine  residual  recorder. 

The  juvenile  pool  is  connected  to  the  filtration  plant  of  the 
adult  swimming  bath.  The  turnover  period  for  both  pools  is  eight 
hours. 

12  samples  of  bath  water  were  taken  on  6 occasions  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  all  v^ere  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  standard  of  water  purity  to  be  aimed  at  in  a swimming  bath 
is  equivalent  to  that  for  drinking  water.  It  vjill  be  appreciated 
that  such  a standard  is  a very  high  one  particularly  during  periods 
when  very  large  numbers  of  people  malie  use  of  the  baths.  It  is 
particularly  gratifying,  therefore,  to  find  that  in  every  case, 
the  samples  taken  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  However, 
overcrowding  must  be  avoided  and  there  must  be  supervision  in 
particularly  of  the  very  young  toddlers  using  the  paddling  pool. 

AlNIMAL  BOARDING  HSTABLISHIiENTS  ACT,  1963 


The  Act  provides  for  a system,  of  licensing  and  inspection  by 
local  authorities  of  any  establishments  at  which  a business  of 
providing  accommodation  for  cats  and  dogs  is  carried  on,  and  in 
considering  the  granting  of  a licence,  the  authority  must  have 
regard  to  the  adequacy  of  arrangements  for  the  care  of  the  animals 
including  protection  against  fire  and  other  emergencies,  and  the 
prevention  and  control  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases. 

Under  Section  2,  a locs-l  authority  may  authorise  any  of  its 
officers  to  inspect  any  premises  in  respect  of  which  a licence  has 
been  granted  and  this  authority  v/as  given  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  three  Public  Health  Inspectors, 

No  applications  under  this  Act  have  in  fact  been  received. 
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The  following  extract  is  taken  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Pontypridd 
Branch  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  which  also  covers  Abcrdare  and  Llantrisant  areas. 


"One  of  the  most  common  misconceptions  held  about  the  N.S.P.C.C.  is 
that  most  of  its  time  and  energy  is  spent  in  taking  people  to  Court 
and  sending  their  children  into  Homes.  This  is  so  far  from  the  truth 
as  to  be  ludicrous.  Only  about  tv;o  per  cent  of  the  Society's  cases 
ever  reach  the  Courts  and  this  stop  is  never  taken  anyway  if  there 
is  the  slightest  chance  of  putting  a child's  home  environment  right 
and  ensuring  that  it  receives  the  proper  care  and  attention  of  its^ 
parents.  Nobody  realises  the  gravity  of  removing  children  from  their 
parents  more  than  the  Society,  and  it  is  always  with  the  seriousness 
of  this  action  very  much  in  mind  that  the  decision  to  do  so  is 
reached.  Even  in  the  very  small  proportion  of  cases  which  are  taken 
to  Court  many  people  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  it  rests  entirely 
with  the  Magistrates  to  reach  an  impartial  decision  as  to  whether 
we  are  right  or  not  in  bringing  cases  before  them,  and  in  the  main 
they  support  the  Society's  action  in  passing  judgment.  Only  6l8  of 
the  41,415  cases  reported  to  the  Society  throughout  the  country 
were  dealt  with  in  the  Magistrates'  or  Juvenile  Courts  last  year 
and  in  the  Pontypridd  Branch  only  throe  cases  had  to  be  dealt  with 
in  this  way. 


The  Society  is  very  pleased  that  the  vast  majority  of  its  cases  are 
concluded  by  warning  or  advising  the  parents,  and  this  is  borne 
out  by  the  following  casework  figures  for  the  Pontypridd  Branch:

Seldom  are  cases  of  ill-used  children  seen,  andi  so  it  is  that  the 
Society  has  to  rely  mainly  on  neighbours,  the  Police,  School  Officials 
and  others  who  are  likely  to  come  into  close  contact  vsfith  cases  to 
report  them  to  its  Inspectors.  These  friends  have  been  of  the  greatest 
help  here  in  the  Pontypridd  Branch  by  reporting  cases  as  listed  below 
and  we  thaink  them  sincerely:

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  report  for  contained  an 

estimated  population  of  47,^90  v/ith  a high  birth  rate  of  30.8  compared 
with  23*8  for  England  and  Wales.  The  rising  population  and  high  birth 
rate  were  sure  signs  of  the  dynamic  growth  of  the  town. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  (190?)  v;as  adopted  and  became 
operative  during  the  year.  The  importance  of  notification  (a  keystone 
of  Public  Health  activity  in  this  country)  is  that  it  enables  an 
early  check  to  be  made  on  the  care  the  young  infant  is  receiving.  An 
Infant  Visitor  (the  fore-runner  of  today's  Health  Visitor)  was 
appointed,  but  alas  to  spend  only  a quarter  of  her  time  on  this  work. 
This  was  regarded  e.s  inadequate  (the  number  of  births  during  the  year 
was  ^<,hGk)  but  "the  urgent  need  for  nurses  for  military  purposes"  was 
given  as  the  reason  for  not  recruiting  more  staff. 

The  Deputy  Chief  Constable  reported  on  Food  and  Drug  sampling, 
and  of  seventy  samples  of  milk,  no  less  than  five  were  found  to  be 
adulterated  and  proceedings  talcen. 

Attention  is  drawn  in  the  report  to  the  danger  to  health  caused 
by  crude  sewa.ge  from  the  Rhondda  area  entering  the  River  Rhondda  due 
to  a defective  main  sevi/er.  This  state  of  affairs  continued  through 
the  year  and  the  Local  Government  Board  refused  to  sanction  a 

loan  to  the  Rhondda  Authority  for  the  very  necessary  construction  of 
a new  length  of  sewer.
